Far too many of the people now 
registered with the C.NI-B. as 
blind would still be in posses- 
sion of useful sight today if 
needed care and glasses had been 
made available in the early sta- 
ges of thelr eye condition.

It is regarded as refiecting 
industry's caution against over- 
reaching itself in case of a busi- 
ness slowdown. 

But for the eight months as a 
whole the contracts awarded are 
up to $664,000,000 from the $472,- 
000,000 of tht same period last 
year. Residential contracts are up 
$135,000,000; business and insti- 
tutional, $28,000,000; engineering, 
$38,000,000. Industrial building 
contracts are down $10,000,000. 

Prospective construction as in- 
dicated by contract awards in the 
eight-month period- for Ontario 
rose from $163,238,000 last year 
to $249,897,000 this year.
